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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lundsgaard et al. (3,886,971). 

The Lundsgaard et al. reference discloses the system and method thereof having 
a first fluid (106) supplying a first stream (fig.1) of a first fluid in a first supply line; a first 
flow divider (at end of first fluid supply line; see fig.1) splitting the first stream into 
primary and secondary streams (see streams in fig.1); a second fluid supply (107) 
supplying a second fluid in a second supply line; a second flow divider (at end of second 
fluid supply line; see fig.1) splitting said second stream into primary and secondary 
streams (see streams in fig.1); a first mix head (108) combining the primary stream 
(fig.1 ) of the first fluid with the primary stream of the second fluid; and wherein including 
at least one recycle line (any one stream connected back to fluid supply; see fig.1 ) from 
at least one flow divider (at end of first fluid supply line; see fig.1 ) to at least one of the 
fluid supplies. Since Lundsgaard et al. already discloses one mix head, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to try implementing a second mix head in 
an attempt to provide a way to dispense more mixture of contents simultaneously and 
effectively same time when dispensing such contents from apparatus. 
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The initial statement of intended use and all other functional implications have 
been carefully considered but are deemed not to impose any patentably distinguishing 
structure over that disclosed by Lundsgaard et al. which is capable of being used in the 
intended manner, i.e., layer of foam/froth foam and/or layer of froth foam (see M.P.E.P. 
2111). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Harnoncourt (3,712,325), Zinsmeyer (5,018,645), Mitchell 
(2,830,618), Gladstone et al. (3,41 1,537) and Kumpman (2,847,027) are other various 
types of mixing systems.
